BE GIVEN TO GANS
Naval Ships to Be Sent Out

When He Tries to Fly
Across Atlantic.

New York, December 31..Dr. Paul P".Gans, who purposes to fly across the
Atlantic in his dlrlg'blo balloon, tho
Suc,hard, returned yostoriay from
Washington, whoro ho went to enlist
the asslslanco of Amorlcan war vessels
to patrol tho latter part of his roailu.
Dr. Gans says that ho was assured byPresident Taft and Seerotary Meyer,of the Navy Departmont, of the gov-
ornment's rupport in the matter If tho
vessels are availublo at the time.
Dr. Gans says President Taft Is much

interested in the project and has fulth
in Its accomplishment. While in Wash--]ington Dr. Gans also conferred with'
Postinastor-General Hitchcock In ruf-
erence to the use of a special stamp for
mall to bo carried In tho Suchard. Dr.
Gans said letters from America will bo
sent to Tenerlffe. Canary Islands, from
where the start will be made. They
will bo Inclosed In double envelopes,
so that they may bear the postmark
from that place.

Dr. Gans will sec officers of {ho yacht
clubs to arrange for vessels to be sent
out as scouts. The first one to sight;the Suchard will win a cup. He Is con-
ddcnt that ho can make his air voy-!
ago In flvo days. The roulo chosen Is
that of tho trade winds, which blow
steadily from tho northeust to the
southwest, and will curry the airship to
the West Indies. It is proposed to ter¬
minate the flight at tho Barbadoes, it
necessary, but If possible It wll] be
continued to the coast of Florida.
"The promise has boon made," said

Dr. Gans, "that If conditions are fav-l
orable. warships will be designated
to carry tho airship and Its equipment!
from Germany to Teneriffo and act as
escort to the Suchard on Its west-,
ward course. On account of tho creat
speed of the airship one of three war
vessels will start twelve hours In ad¬
vance and a second one six hours later.
The third ono will start with the
Suchard and by this means wo hope
to keep within roscuo distance of at1
least ono of the vessels. By the time
we have passed these vessels we will
be In sight of those of America."

Dr. Gans will sail for Europe Jan-'
uary 4, and expects to start In his air
voyage oarly In March. He has been
assured by meteorological authorities
that this Is the sufrst month for his
trip, and the trade wind is practically
undisturbed by any storm and Is un¬
marked by adverse currents at this^period.
The Suchard will sail under the Macs

of America and Germany. Tho crew
will consist of Dr. Gans In command.
Captain Wiley Joorden. pilot, a naval
otllcer as navigator; Dr. Alt, of tho Ba.
varlan Meteorological Institute; Jo-
seph Bruckor, the father of the Idea,
and an engineer from tho Parseval
company.
Tho boat is furnished with a cabin1

containing two hods. Tho reserve pro¬
vision, documents and records will be
storod in airtight chambors. Tho Such-'
ard Is 250 feet long, with a diameter
of fifty feet at the point of greatest
expansion.

"I am as sure of crossing the ocean
In my airship." said Dr. Gans, "as I am
that I am sitting In thl6 chair." Thei
doctor certainly had the chair weigh-'
ed down with about 250 pounds of'
avoirdupois.
